New York, April 25.—[Special.]— 
James Freeman Wise, the son of 
Rabbi Stephen 8S. Wise, after studying 
two years to become a rabbi and carry 


on his father’s ministry, has repudi- 
ated formal] Jewish theology. During 


the last winter he has been at White 
Plains as the leader of a Jewish com- 
munity forum trying to decide what 
his future course will be. 
“Judaism as a religion has ceased 
tc play a vital part in Jewish life, and 
as a religion cannot survive,” sums up 
his new attitude. 
Father Is Leader of Liberals. 
The fundamentalist-moderhist con- 
troversy in the Christian Protestant 
church has had its echoes among thc 
Jews: Since each synagogue is self- 
governing and there is no way to 
discipline unorthodox rabbis, there 
have been fewer threats of heresy 
trials. But the divergence between 
Jewish liberals and conservatives has 


been widening, and Dr. Wise has be-' 


come recognized as the spokesman of 
the most liberal wing. Now his twenty- 
three year old son has declined to have 
anything to do with the formal Jewish 
church atall. . 

“ Father was disappointed that I felt 
I couldn’t follow him in his work,” 
young Wise said today, “but all my 
life he has taught me to seek 
truth. He has taught me it is 
important to do what you believe

Bundesen NowSeeks 
to Purify Air. 


Sweep the heavens free of soot an‘ 
smoke, so thy sun may send through 
its life and health-giving rays to Chi- 
cago, declared Dr. Herman N. Bunde- 
sen, commissioner of health, yester- 
day as he announced the beginning of 
a new and drastic campaign to end 
the long reign of smoking chimneys. 

“We are not going to dilly-dally 
with violators who persist in pollut- 
ing the air we breathe,”’ Commissioner 


| Bundesen said. ‘‘ We will put out their 
fires and keep them cold until we 


‘snow the violations will cease Tferm*- 
nently.”’ 
Seek to Educate Firemen. 

Today a force of twenty engineers, 
university trained, will be touring the 
city in search of smoke. The purpose 
of these men, it was announced, is 
not punitive, but educational. They 
are to teach the firemen, and inform 
the firemen’s employers, how a_ boiler 
may be fired without producing a 
wisp of smoke. And if the smoking 
does not cease after that, the fire will 
be put out and kept out by health de- 
partment inspectors, Dr. Bundesen 
said. 

Three essentials to public health in 
a great city were named by the health 
commissioner. 

“The first essential thing is safe 
water,” he says. “All of Chicago's 
water is chlorinated and therefore safe. 

“A City must have pure milk. All 
of outs comes now from healthy cows. 

“The third basic thing that makes 
for the best health of a city is clean air 
Chicago’s air is dense with smoke, 
needlessly and wantonly so. So the 
outstanding thing remaining for the 
health department to accomplish is the 
cleaning up of the air. It is a great 
task, but it can and will be done.” 

Railroads Worst Offenders. 

Railroad companies—the worst of- 
fenders—and large industries, business 
men, and many others, have been 
solicited and have given their word 
that they will codperate in the new 
drive, according to Dr. Bundesen. Wil 
liam F. Quesse, president of the flat 
janitors’ union, has consented to use 
his influence, and even the big coal 
companies have. joined in the fight on 
smoke. 7 

Railroads have agreed to codperate, 
but if they fail to do so, drastic action 
will be taken to force them to, the com- 
missioner said. He will stop the trains 
if necessary, he declared.

A NEW STREET CAR 
ORDINANCE. 


A new street car ordinance requested by the 
council transportation committee has been drafted 
by Corporation Counsel Busch. The draft may be 
modified by the committee after consultation with 
the officers of the various companies and the hold- 
ers of transit securities, but in something like its 
present form the ordinance may be submitted to 
the voters for their approval next November. 

The ordinance provides for private ownershi. 

and operation under terminable franchises and 
home rule. Of secondary importance is the grant 
to the street car lines of the right to operate busses 
and establish a universal transfer system with the 
elevated lines. The companies must agree also to 
pay rent for’the use of a stibway if the city builds 
one. 
The sutface line franchises will expire scarcely a 
month after the iegislature convenes in 1927. In 
that month a good deal of street car history for 
Chicago is going to be made: The state law now 
forbids the grant of franchises for more than 
twenty years. The city does mot expect to make 
another twenty year grant, and the street car com- 
panies do not want to accept another. The term 
is too short to permit the company to finance itself 
properly, particularly in the closing years, and for 
that reason service deteriorates. 

Chicago may ask for legislation to permit an 
indeterminate franchise, and if the committee’s 
ideas are carried out the city will also ask the state 
to transfer to a city commission the control over 
local transportation which is now exercised by the 
state commission. Unless the legislature accepts 
the cjty’s program the Surface Lines are almost 
certain to go into a receivership, with all the delay 
in achieving an improvement in transportation 
which that will cause, 

Legislatures ordinarily do not act quickly in 
matters of such importance. Unless the situation 
has been clarified by the time the legislature meets 
Chicago cannot expect to receive enabling legis- 
lation. To get what it wants in time, the city 
must go down to Springfield on the opening day 
of the session, armed with an agreement signed 
by the utility companies and indorsed by the 
voters of Chicago. If the city administration fails 
in its negotiations with the companies or fails to 
win popular support for its program in a refer- 
endum there is little hope of unscrambling the 
traction mess for years to come. 

We do not despair of success. The ordinance 
which has now been drafted tentatively puts mu- 
nicipal ownership and municipal operation on the 
shelf, The Dever plan, which the‘ voters rejected, 
postponed far into the future the day when the 
city would operate its own utilities. The new ordi- 
nance postpones the day of municipalization indef- 
initely. One reason the Dever plan was rejected 
was the fear in the public mind of political control 
of the street cars. The new plan would wipe out 
‘that fear. 

The home rule provision is also fundamental, we 
believe, to any scheme which will win the approval 
of the voters. With the horrible example of state 
governments now before\them, the voters will not 
permit the contre The! traction lines to remain 
in Springfield, where_the \ 
represented... Without horde rule the ordinance is 
likely to fail, and certainly jought to fail, of popular 
support. So far as the surface lines and busses 
are concerned, they might properly be regulated 
by a commission chosen entirely by the city; but 
on a board regulating the elevated lines as well 
the suburbs should be fairly represented also, If 
there is to be only “one board, it should certainly 
be broadly representative of the entire Chicago 
region. 


NEW POWER TO THE 
IMMIGRATION ACT. 


The immigration bill amendment just reported 
out of the house committee exhibits an excellent 
combigation of the drastic and the conciliatory. 
It meets the heed for severe legislation against the 
alien criminal, the gun toter, the public charge— 
the undesirable in general. Such a law must be 
had soon if the 250,000 undesirable aliens in this 
country are to be disposed of. The broad deporta- 
tion provisions of the amendment give immigration 
officials the power they have lacked. 

On the other hand, the amendment makes citizen- 
ship available to aliens who entered this country 
ilegally but who have lived here peacefully and 
without conviction for crime for ten years or more. 
Heretofore it has been necessary for the alien seek- 
ing naturalization to show proof that he came in 
legally. The bill grants leniency to those whose 
first breach of the law has been followed by cred- 
itable conduct. . 

In this latter provision the amendment follows. 
the friendly policy of the dill just passed by the 
senate, which gives to foreign nationals who served 
in the American forces during the war and were 
discharged abroad the right to come in as non- 
quota immigrants.

[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.]—Can you inform 
me if there is a law in Ireland regarding 
the possession of land or property after 
paying taxes on this land for a period 
of over forty years? 

A man leaving Ireland was sole heir 
to his mother’s property. He left it in 
his father’s possession with the under- 
standing that it revert to him at his 
father’s death. The property was in his 
mother’s name and the taxes were up to 
about ten years ago always paid in his 
mother’s name, by the father. 

There was a general store on the prop- 
erty and the father had the income from 
this for all these years, He [the father] 
mafried again and left four children sur- 
viving him. What is the equity of the 
original heir? The probate. court in 
Dublin has no record of a will left or 
if there was a will it has never been 
probated, Did the father have authority 
to will the property or the accrued val- 


wes therefrom to any one except the 
original heir? P. de FP. 
The courts might not regard your father's 
possession as “ adiverse,”” such as to give 
limitation title. Your chances would seem 
good enotigh to warrant employing an attor- 
ney.

Volz’s plan at the Iowa state college 
is to pick out perennials for flower beds 
that bloom at different times, selecting 
basket of gold and creeping phlox for 
spring bloomers. The first one sends 
out yellow flowers and the creeping 
plant has white and pink blossoms. 


upon peonies, German iris, or hardy 
larkspur; all three plants have vari- 
colored flowers. Then for late summer 
months he has foxglove, Canterbury 
bell, Shasta daisy, and hardy philox, 
all standard varieties, and with the ex- 
ception, of the Shasta daisy, which is 
white, they are also vari-colored. 

In the Volz garden are two purple 
flowers, the purple cone and the New 
England aster, which are among the 
best autumn bloomers. Both grow tall, 
shooting up three or four feet. 

If you want these flowers to bloom 
this year buy the plants from a nur- 
sery, he advises, and adds that it is 
safest to get peonies and the German 
iris plants at a nursery, regardless of 
when they are wanted to bloom, for, 
as a rule, most persons have poor luck 
in trying to raise them from seed. 
All the other flowers in Volz’s list 
may be grown from seed. If they are 
started this spring they will not bloom 
until next year, he says.

Boats Worth $500,000. 


Under Construction. 


Power yacht enthusiasts of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club see a real boom in 
their sport this year with the definite 
announcement that additions to the 
motor driven fleet will total twenty-two 
boats of various sizes built at a cost 
of $600,000. Nearly half of this amount 


will g© into four craft, three of which 
are the products of a local designer 
and are under construction on Lake 
Michigan. 

The largest of the three is Charles 
H. Thorne’s Navigor, which will cost 
its owner $50,000. It will be driven by 
two 180 horse power motors and will 
have a speed of twenty knots. Its de- 
signer, Hank Grebe, declared that it 
will be the leet word in luxury. State- 
rooms will have adjoining baths, and 
the vessel is beingfitted with an elabo- 
rate electrical system, with the cooking 
equipment electric. 


Sister Yachts Built. 

The other two of the trio are “ sis- 
ter” 60 footers for Fieet Capt. A. E. 
Bendelari and B. A. Massee. They will 
cost $40,000 each. They are also 
Grebe’s creations and are being con- 
structed, along with Navigor, at the 
Great Lakes Boat Building corpora- 
tion's plant at ‘Milwaukee. Each will 
be powered with two 130 horse power 
motors. 

The fourth of the four major addi- 
tions to the power fleet was con- 
structed by an eastern shipbuilder at 
a cost of $100,009. It is the property 
of John B. Mallers Jr., and will be in 
Chicago within the next month. Its 
length is 118 feet. 

These boats and the eighteen smaller 
additions to the power fleet are ex- 
pected to be on hand for the formal 
opening of the yechting season on 
, Decoration day.. 

Downtown Moorings Sought. 

A larger number of boats than ever 
‘before will probably le off the Grant 
park clubhouse at the foot of Monroe 
street this season with a greatly en- 
larged roster of yachts assured. The 
capacity of the north side harbor at 
Belmont avenue has been taxed for two 
or three years, and a real effort is now 
being made to have the larger boats 
. moored downtown. 

The club already possesses a large 
‘number of major power yachts, includ- 
ing Wrigiey’s Fame, formerly Spee- 
jacks, best known for its trip around 
the world; Joyce’s Whitecap IL., Wood- 
ruff’s Romance, and others.

Non-cancellable health and accident 

insurance, which is not subject to rev- 
ocation by the issuing company, has 
been inauguarated of late by certain 
risk concerns. 
’ Under former policies the insured 
might be ineapacitated for a length of 
time and yntil he was able to return 
to work the company would be forced 
to. pay his indemnity. They could, 
however, cancel his insurance upon 
return to active duty. This was done 
to avoid further risk. 

Assurance of a man’s income in case 
of total disability from any cause is 
provided in the new policy. The issu- 


ing company can no longer void the 
insurance when, in its opinion, the risk 
becomes undesirable. Except for non- 
payment of the yearly premium the 
policy cannot be canceled under any 
condition. 

Designed for the protection of the 
higher salaried men who would not 
suffer materially if incapacitated for 
only a short Jength of time, the pay- 
ments do not begin until after a short 
period of disability. The higher sal- 
aried man, it is asserted, can better 
afford the temporary loss of income in 
the gap between the injury and the 
start of his payments. 

Monthly payments are made as long 
as the insured may live and suffcr 
the disability. In case he should get 
well the income would .cease. But 
shoukid the disability recur, the com- 
pany would be obliged to again start 
the payments. It would possess no 
means, as before, of canceling the 
policy.

While Amefican labor leaders are 
planning to mobilize the massed power 
of labor's annual savings of $7,000,000,- 
000 to obtain control of industry by 
mastering the credit machinery of the\ 
country, British labor, proceeding po- 
litically, has in one way or another 
imposed taxes of over a billion dollars 
& year on the nation as a whole for so- 
called “ social services.” <A very large 


per cent of such money in this country 
is received in the worker’s pay en- 
velope and administered by himself. 

This writer does not share the view 
that the British social expenditures are 
a dead loss to British industry. Other 
things being equal, the levying and spend- 
ing of taxes by’ a government do not 
necessarily restrict production, because 
those functions do place money in con- 
sumers’ hands, and the rule in the mod- 
ern world is that there is no trouble 
about production if demand is created. 

Of course, governments waste more 
than private individuals or corporations, 
and there is some loss there. The im- 
portant distinction between the two labor 
policies is the Britisher’s faith in political 
action—a belief the early British labor 
movement did not hold. 

—~- 

The American labor banking movement 
is a continuation of the non-political 
policies of the orthodox labor movement. 
That non-political policy, by the way, 
was in reality far more radical in origin 
than the state socialism of the 19th cen- 
tury it displaced, and always did contain 
radical possibilities even under the con- 
trol of a man like Gompers. 

American labor has rediscovered the 
democratic essence of the industrial cor- 
poration and the possible use of modern 
financial methods to effect far reaching 
social and economic changes. That pos- 
sibility always has been latent in cap- 
italism. 

Should we fear the control of labor 
financiers in industry? 

Probably there is no more reason to 
fear it than to fear the control of “ fi- 
nance capital,” as we know it now in 
railroads, utilities and other industries 
whose legally fixed returns result in great 
power on directorates and on policies.
